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VRONf  the  earliest  dawn  of  civilization  God  has 
*^  ordained  and  provided  means  whereby  recordu  of 
world  events  may  be  preserved  for  the  use  of  suo- 
ceeding  generations.  He  told  ancient  Israel  that 
they  were  to  rehearse  His  marvellous  doings  among 
them  to  their  children,  and  to  their  children's  child- 
ren. Tiie.se  teachings  were  to  hold  first  place  in  their 
religious  and  national  life,  and  special  distinction  was 
given  to  their  Jubilee  year. 

Today,  as  in  olden  time,  no  event  in  life  is  in- 
significant, when  God's  guiding  hand  can  be  traced, 
leading,  it  maybe,  through  mystery,  into  wonderful 
experiences. 

It  is  certainlv  most  fitting  for  the  United  Baptist 
women  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  to  recognize  the 
leading  of  God  in  permitting  us  to  be  the  Pioneers 
in  Women's  Missionary  Societies  in  Canada,  and  with 
grateful  hearts,  we  this  year  celebrate  our  Golden 
Jubilee. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  note  briefly  a  few  of  the 
leading  movements  within  the  gates  of  our  beloved 
Canada,  illustrating  its  growth  during  these  fifty 
years,  and  our  opportunities  in  this  unique  age. 

In  1870  Canada  was  only  three  years  old,  com- 
prising four  Provinces  with  an  area  of  640,000  square 
miles  and  a  population  of  3,600,000.  She  now  has 
nine  Provinces  and  a  large  unorganized  territory 
embracing  half  a  continent,  which  stretches  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  the  United  States 
border  to  the  Pole,  an  area  of  3,729,665  square  miles — 
one  third  of  the  British  Empire,  with  a  population  of 
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about  9,000,000,   and  stands  as  the  chief  magnet  of 
old  world  immigration. 

In  1H70  free  public  schools  had  been  in  operation 
but  five  years.  Not  one  college  in  Canada  was  open 
for  the  B.  A.  course  to  women.  Now  every  Institu- 
tion of  higher  education  in  our  land  has  open  doors, 
according  to  Ihem  eiiual  rights  and  privileges.  In 
1«70  agricultural  i)roducts  were  valued  at  $1.'},- 
000,000,  in  1919.  about  $1,100,000,000.  Mining  has 
grown  from  $10,000,000  to  $1.SM,000,000.  Manufac- 
turing then  had  hardly  any  showing,  now  the  an- 
nual production  is  over  $1.. •590,000.  Wood-pulp,  coke, 
electric  lighting,  electrical  apparatus,  automo- 
l)iU's  were  unknown,  now  they  run  into  the  value 
of  many  inillions  annually,  in  1870  the  Atlantic 
("able  had  been  i  use  less  than  two  decades, 
while  th»'  wireless  wizard,  telephone,  gramaphone, 
and  air-crafi  were  etuirely  unknown.  Truly  these 
fifty  years  have  (ii-;c|()sed  enormous  potentialities  in 
tliis  land,  which  art-    -  yet  only  in  their   initial   stage. 

With  this  incomparable  heritage  and  these 
iinnu-asurabU'  resources,  surely  no  jjeople  in  (iod's 
univcr>«'  are  better  e()ui|)ped  for  a  response  to  the 
cliallengc  coming  from  non-Christian  nations  for 
Kvangelism.  Christian  Kducation  and  Medical  Mis- 
sions. .As  Christian  women,  this  is  our  day  to  show 
ourselves  ecjual  to  the  challenge.  The  assets  of  this 
great  country  are  estimated  by  their  commercial 
value,  but  regarding  the  inestimable  assets-  our 
MI:N  and  WOMKN.  IH)YS  and  CIRLS,  in- 
adt'tjuate  are  all  terms.  This  we  realize  in  some 
mciL-^ure  in  reviewing  the  work  of  the  "fathers"  in 
our  churches  over  one  hundred  years  ago,  as  they 
with  \ision  from  Cod.  set  in  motion  the  work  that 
iias  developed  to  its  many-sided  pruportions  today.

BEGINNINGS 


The  Baptist  women  of  the  Maritime  Provinc- 
es have  a  rich  heritage  in  their  Pioneer  Mothers 
who,  with  equal  vision  laid  the  foundations  of  our 
Women's  Missionary  operations.  Inspired  by  the 
tragic  and  heroic  life  of  the  Judsons  in  Burma,  they 
organized  F'emale  Mite  Societies  for  raising  funds 
in  aid  of  Home  and  F'oreign  Missions.  The  initial 
Missionary  Movement  began  when  the  oldest 
Baptist  Association  in  Canada,  representing  the 
three  Provinces  by  the  sea.  with  their  twenty-five 
ihurches  and  membership  of  1,500,  met  at  Chester 
in  1.S14.  After  the  preaching  of  the  annual  .'•ermon 
a  contribution  of  £8-l.'Js  i$.'J4.00  was  sent  to  the 
Au.xiliary  Bible  Society  at  Halifax,  "for  the  poor 
heathen."  Two  Home  Missionaries  were  sent  east 
of  Halifax,  and  later  to  New  Brunswick  and  Prince 
Kdward  Island.  The  first  Mite  society  was  organiz- 
ed in  (Jermain  Street  Baptist  Church.  St.  .lohn.  in 
IM^.  Special  mention  is  made  of  these  societies 
in  church  letters  to  t he  A.^soi  iatioii.  which  in  return 
advised  that  societies  be  organized  in  all  the  churches. 
To  what  extent  this  was  followed  cannot  be  fully 
ascertained  from  the  meagre  rejiorts.  There  were, 
however,  several  ^ocieties  tirganized  in  the  early 
■"twenties,"  imi)arting  a  truly  missionary  spirit. 

In  l^.■}2  the  churches  appointed  a  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board,  which  in  l«45sent  Rev.  Richard  K.  Bur- 
pee and  his  wife  to  Burma,  the  first  Foreign  Mission- 
aries from  Canada, receiving  aiipointment  from  any 
Board.  In  1.n.5.{  Rev.  A.  R.  R.  Crawley  was  accejited 
by  the  Convention  as  their  missionary  to  Burma, 
but  under  existing  conditions  it  was  deemed  better 
that  he  should  go  under  the  aus|)ices  of  the  American 
Baptist  Missionary  Union.  The  appointment  of 
Miss  Minnie  B.  DeWolfe  to  Burma  in  iN^iT,  was 
another   impetus   to  the   growing  uilerest,  especially 
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when  it  was  known  that  this  esteemed  young  lady 
was  the  pioneer  unmarried  lady  missionary  to  any 
foreign  field  from  Canada.  At  this  time  Maritime 
Baptists  were  not  of  sufficient  strength  to  maintain 
an  independent  Mission  field,  consequently  their 
funds  were  transmitted  through  the  American  Bap- 
tist Missionary  Union,  for  the  support  of  their  work 
in  Burma,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Crawley. 

WOMEN'S   MISSIONARY  AID  SOCIETIES. 

In  1870  Miss  H.  M.  Norris,  a  teacher  in  Acadia  Semin- 
ary, a  young  lady  of  truly  consecrated  Christian 
culture,  and  endowed  with  remarkable  gifts,  became 
impressed  that  her  life-work  must  be  for  Burma's 
women.  No  doubt  Miss  Norris'  associations  with 
Rev.  A.  R.  R.  Crawley  and  Mrs.  Crawley,  who  were 
home  on  furlough,  confirmed  her  impression.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  she  resigned  her  position,  and  applied 
to  the  Maritime  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
appointment.  To  her  surprise  she  heard  in  reply 
from  the  Secretary,  Rev.  Cha.s.  Tupper,  D.D.,  that 
they  barely  had  sufficient  funds  for  the  work  under 
taken,  absolutely  nothing  for  any  new  enterprise. 

To  this  brave  girl,  undaunted  by  obstacles,  the 
pi'lar  of  cloud  was  no  foe.  Trusting  implicitly  in 
her  Divine  Guide,  after  many  unmistakable  evidences 
of  His  leadership,  she  determined  to  start  for  Burma 
with  no  means  of  support  in  sight,  but  with  faith  to 
believe  that  in  some  way  the  pillar  of  cloud  would 
become  to  her  a  pillar  of  light.  She  secured  passage 
to  Boston,  to  meet  the  A.B.M.  Board  personally. 
On  the  eve  of  her  departure,  a  deputation  from  the 
Halifax  churches,  who  evidently  also  had  a  vision 
from  God,  visited  her  on  the  steamer.  They  talked 
over  the  perplexing  conditions,  and  strongly  advised 
her  to  cancel  her  present  engagement,  and  await 
developments.     "Appeal  to  the  women  of  our  church- 
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es   for   your   support,"   said    Dr.    E.    M.    Saunders. 
This  was  her  "pillar  of  light." 

Womea's  work  for  women  in  foreign  lands  was 
just  then  in  its  initial 
stage  in  the  United 
States.  In  an  instant, 
with  a  woman's  in- 
tuition. Maria  Nf^rris 
saw  God's  leading. 
Her  passage  fare  was 
refunded,  and  the 
next  afternoon,  a  few 
kindred  spirits  met 
in  Mrs.  Selden's  par- 
lor, Dartmouth,  for 
prayer  and  mpplica- 
tion.  Here  the  Bap- 
tist Woman's  Mis- 
sion Aid  Society  haJ 

birth. 

MRS.  STEPHEN  SELDEN 

Again  Mij-s  Norris  applied  to  the  Foreign  Board, 
this  time  to  be  accepted,  and  was  authorized  to  or- 
ganize Women's  Missionary  Aid  Societies.  Aided 
by  Dr.  T.  H.  Rand,  Miss  Norris  framed  a  constitu- 
tion similar  to  that  of  the  W.F.M.S.,  New  York. 
Returning  to  her  home  in  Canso,  until  the  time  came 
to  attend  A.ssociations  and  Conventions,  Miss  Norris 
organized  the  first  W.M.A.S..  June  18,  1870.  In  two 
months  she  filled  41  appointments  with  different 
churches,  organized  .'{2  societies,  visited  7  Sunday 
Schools,  attended  2  Associations  and  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  September  21.  1870,  Miss  Norris  left  for 
Burma,  \\ith  sufficient  funds  for  her  passage  and  first 
year's  support,  followed  by  the  prayers  of  hundreds 
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of  women  throughout  these  Trovinces,  who  were  to 
have  a  part  in  the  up-lift  of  India's  women. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  a  Central  Board  was 
formed  in  Halifax,  coPf-isting  of  the  following  names: 
Mrs.  F.  Twining,  Frci^idcnt;  Mrs.  S.  Selden,  Secre- 
tary; Mrs.  J.  McCully,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  A.  Smith. 
Mrs.  D.  Kills,  Mrs.  A.  W.Clarke. 

In  St.  John  a  similar  Board  was  organized  thus:— 
Mrs.     Pettingell,     Provident;     Mrs.     H.     Humphrey, 
Secretary;     Mrs.   Wm.    Allwood,   Treaxiirer;    Mrs.   T. 
Harley,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Cady. 

Prince  Edward  Island  transmitted  their  funds 
through  the  Nova  Scotia  Central  Board  until  1874, 
when  a  Board  was  organized  in  Charlottetown  as 
follows:—  Mrs.  James  Desbrisay,  Pro^idetit;  Mrs. 
James  Warren,  Vice-Prexideut;  Miss  M.  Davies, 
Secretary;  James  Desbrisay,  Esq.,  Treasurer.  These 
were  the  tirst  Women's  Foreign  Mission  Boards  in 
Canada,  and  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  the  tirst  Women's 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Boards  in  the  world,  an 
honor   of   which  we  are  commendably   grateful  and 

proud. 

The  object  of  the  W.  M.  A.  Societies  was  to 
aid  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  the  prosecution  of 
Mission  work.  The  Central  Boards  were  for  trie 
management  of  the  Societies  in  their  respective  pro- 
vinces, and  an  annual  meeting  was  held  Saturday 
afternoon,  during  the  Maritime  Baptist  Convention, 
The  sum  total  contributed  the  tirst  year  was  $l,:iOO. 

INDEPENDENT  MISSION  FIELD.  Thu^ 
far  no  inde|)endent  mission  had  been  undertaken  b\ 
the  Maritime  Baptists.  As  a  spirit  of  enlarged  ben 
t-volence  was  aroused  in  the  churches,  there  was  ai 
increasing  desire  to  widen  the  sphere  of  our  foreigi 
missionar>  operatiors.  The  subject  so  long  unde 
consideration  assumed  a  detinite  character  in   US71

when  an  independent  rrission  was  established,  with  a 
view  of  working  among  the  Karens  of  Burma    and 
Siam.     This  vital  decision  was  ratified  by  Conven- 
tion in   1873,  when  the  following  missionaries  were 
sent  totheir  field  of  labor: 

Rev.  Ruf  us  Sanford  and  wife. 
Rev.  W.  F.  Armstrong, 
Rev.  George  Churchill  and  wife, 
Miss  Maria  Armstrong, 
Mios  Flora  F^aton. 

It  may  be  here  stated  that  in  1874  Miss  Norris 
became   the   wife   of    Rev.    W.    F.    Armstrong,    Miss 
Katon  the  wife  of  Rev.  W.  B.  Boggs,  and  Miss  Arm- 
strong, the  wife  of  Rev.  G.  F.  Currie,  who  was  under 
the  Ontario  Board  of  Baptist  Foreign  Missions.     It 
was  not  until  1875  that  a  permanent  location    of  a 
mission  field  was  settled  upon.     In  conjunction  with 
the  F.  M.  Boards  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  the  Telugu 
country  on  the  western  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal 
was  chosen  as  the  field  of  the     foreign    missionary 
operations  of  the   Maritime  Baptists.     Our  mission- 
aries, Rev.  R.  and   Mrs.  Sj^nford,  Rev.  George  and 
Mrs.  Churchill,  and  Rev.  W.  B.  Boggs,  who  arrived 
in  Burma  in  1874,  and  Mrs.  Boggs,  were  transferred 
to  the  Telugu  Mission.     Failing  health  had  compelled 
Miss   DeWolfe  to  return  to  her  native    country  in 
1872.     As  the  wife  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Eaton,  she  was  per- 
mitted to  work  faithfully  for  the  cau.ee  of   Missions 
until  called  to  her  heavenly  home  in  1905. 
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The  continued  growth  v.f  the  hon^e  forces  gave 
rise  to  visiciis  of  exf)an^ion,  and  it  hecane  necessary 
for  our  wise  leaders 
to  plan  for  future  en- 
largement. After 
much  i)rayerful  con- 
sideration extending 
over  three  years,  the 
Womati's  H  a  i)t  i  s  t 
M  ission  ary  Union 
was  organized  in 
Moncton,  August  14, 
1s,h4.  This  was  a 
truly  repre^-ett alive 
body,  its  members 
being  delegates  from 
the  W.  M.  A.  Socie- 
ties of  the  Maritime 
Provinces.  It  co-or-  ' 
dinated    their    work  M  KS.  John   MAurn 

and  secured  united  action.  From  the  funds  contribu- 
ted by  all  the  Aid  Societies  it  made  appropriations  for 
such  objects  as  were  adopted  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  The  first  e.xecutive  consisted  of  the  following 
officers,  and  twenty-four  other  members:  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Williams,  President;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Hopper,  N.B.;  Mrs.

All  who  were  privileged  to  be  her  cc 
workers  will  ever  re.^ard  the  life  and  character  c 
Mrs.  Mar>  Williams  a  richer  legacy  than  mone} 
Mrs.  Williams  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  .J.  W.  Mannini 
and  at  this  time  18891  Mrs.  Mary  Smith  was  th 
successor  of  Mrs.  Manning,  who  as  treasurer,  ha 
.served  the  W. B.M.I',  for   five   years. 
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COUNTY  SECRETARIES.  Early  in  our 
work  tho  Central  Poards  ai){)ointed  County  Agents, 
later  called  County  Secretaries,  for  deputation  work, 
or  for  j)resentinK  W.M.A.S.  interests  at  Quarterly 
District  Meetings,  and  other  gatherings.  Soon  after 
this,  the  District  Meeting,  in  recognition  of  its  added 
interest,  assigned  a  part  to  the  W.M.A.S.  which  is 
yet  sustained.

\>y  Mis-  A.  K.  .lohnstone.  who  was  succeeded  in  litul 
hy  Mrs.  .Alex.  Christie,  and  later  liy  Mrs.  .1.  C.  Red- 
ding;, each  s^inninn  merited  appreciation. 

in  ISiS.s  a  weekly  column  in  t  ae  "Messenger  and 
Visitor"  was  assijjned  to  t'le  Union,  in  which  to  pub- 
lish letters  from  our  lady  missionaries,  reports  from 
Societies,  and  any  other  articles  in  the  interests  of 
our  work.  This  column  was  at  tirst  under  the  man- 
agement  of  Mrs.  John  March  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Martell 
After  the  first  year.  .Mrs.  March  had  to  be  released 
owinK  to  the  pressure  of  other  work,  the  latter  con- 
ducting the  column  until  1894,  when  Mrs.  J.  W 
Manning  hecame  Editor  of  the  WRVLU.  column 
In  1894  "Tidings"  came  into  existence,  a  smal 
monthly    leaflet    bearing    large    messages    from    ou 
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liuiy  iiii-si()riari»'<  and  oHicj^rs,  un(i«'r  the  joint  dirpctiori 
nf  ific  CorropondiriK  Secn-tary  and  th»-  Treasurer 
I'f  the  I'nion.  Its  first  •■vidcncc  of  jjrowth  was  its 
ncfd  <f  an  Kditor,  r.-suitinn  in  the  appointment  of 
Mi<>  Hes.-ie  llardinu.  wlio  most  acceptal)ly  served 
until  tier  resi^;  nation  in  i  HOo. 

The  first  erdarK»'ment  of  "Tldiixj.-;"  provided  a 
Mi-sioii  Hand  Department,  ahly  conducte  1  hy  Mis.s 
Ktta  Vuill.  Soon  the  Mission  Hand  studits  outurew 
the  small  si)ace  Tidings  alTorded.  and  they  appeared 
ii!  leaflet  form  for  several  years. 

While  the  ■' Missionary  Link"  was  of  ^jreat  value 
to  the  W.M.A.  Societies,  it  did  not  fully  n.eet  the 
needs  of  our  ^^rowinK  interest.  Therefore,  in  1905  a 
resolution  was  passed  to  unite  all  the  |)ul)lications  of 
the  I'nion,  except  the  "Maritime  Haj)tist"  column, 
in  an  enlarged  "Tidings."  Mrs.  M.  A.  Chuhhuck 
was  ap{iointefl  Kditor  inChief,  Mrs.  Kmnia  Ksty, 
-Mission  Hand  Kditor.  and  Mrs.  Nellie  Freeman, 
Husiiiess  Manajjer.  The  following  year  Mrs.  Bes- 
sie Ralston  hecam.e  Mrs.  P'rej-nan's  successor.  An 
increase  of  ahout  4,(100  suhscrihers  in  two  years  be- 
speaks the  e.xcellent   work  of  these  women. 

BUREAU      OF     LITERATURE.  In     1890    a 

K'rant  of  $.50.00  was  made  towards  openinR  a  Bureau 
of  Literature  for  the  purpose  of  providing  Missionary 
Literature  at  a  minimum  cost.  Previously  through 
the  kindness  of  Mrs.  I.  C.  Archihald  and  others, 
several  hooks  oti  missionary  subjects  had  been  given 
for  a  Lending  Library. 

"Retr()si)ects",  by  Miss  Mary  Cramp,  published 
in  1892,  was  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  literature 
of  the  Union.  Later  appeared  "Young  People  and 
Mii.sions"  by  Mrs.  ,}.  W.  Manning.  "An  hi&iorioai 
sketch  of  the  Teli;gu  Field"  by  Miss  Stella  Payson, 
and  other  leaflets  on   missionary  subjects  by  Misses 
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Newcombe,  Harrison.  Blackadar  and  Arihibald. 
This  department  proved  one  of  the  most  effertive 
agencies  for  the  prosecution  of  missionary  interests 
and  intelligence,  and  was  efficiently  conducted  for 
a  longer  or  shorf'r  period,  by  the  following  sisters. 
Miss  Myra  J.  Black.  Mrs.  M.  S.  Hardii  t.  Mi>s  Kva 
McDorman  and  Miss  Lydia  Kdwards. 

CRUSADE  DAY  was  observed  for  the  first 
time.  October  5,  1^92.  as  a  day  of  special  effort  for 
bringing  new  members  into  the  W.M. A. Societies.  It 
is  now  very  generally  observed  among  the  societies, 
often  proving  a  day  of  inspiration  and  blessing. 

In  1896  it  was  found  that  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  the  Annual   .Meeting  of  the  W.B.M.T..  had 
outgrown  the  limited   time  hitherto   devoted   to   it. 
For  the  welfare  of  the  caus»^  a  resolution  was  pas.sed 
to  hold  the  Annual  Meeting  on  the  Wednesday  and 
Thursdav  preceding  Maritime  Convention,  and  at  a 
different'  place.     This  timely  change  proved  helpful 
to  the  Union.      T'.-.e  women's  afternoon  session  in  the 
District    Meetings  and  at  each  Association,   became 
an  established  appointment,  always  proving  a  strong 
impetus   in   the   promotion   of   missionary    endeavor. 
THE  BABY  BAND  DEPARTMENT,  previous- 
ly carried  on  as  the  Cradle  KoU,    was  introduced  in 
1906,  and  has  tilled  its  splendid  mission,  as  mothers 
through    their  children    have    become    interested    in 
the  larger  work.     Truly  of  this  work  it  can   be  said, 
"A  little  child  shall  lead  them."    The  Superintendents 
for  this  new  Department  were  Mrs.  W.  H.  Mdntyre 
for  New  Brunswick,    and    Mrs.    C.  S.    McLearn    for 
Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Kdward  Island. 

This  year  is  also  remembered  by  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.J.W.  Manning,  who  had  served  as  President  of 
^j^p  ^y.jj^_,5.,'o  Baptist  Missionary  Union  for  seventeen 
years,  and  had  endeared  herself  to  her  large  staff  of 
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workf^rs  by  her  Kcn'al  and  helpful  life.  The  sever- 
ance of  this  tie  was  most  keenly  felt  by  the  Union, 
l)Ut  was  somewhat  mitigated  by  a  cherished  hope  that 
a  less  strenuous  position  would  permit  Mrs.  Manning 
to  devote  many  more  years  to  the  work  that  had 
liecom*' an  integral  part  of  herself  The  W. B.M.I. 
was  favored  in  liaving  among  its  Vice-Presidents,  one 
.•specially  endowed  with  gifts  <>f  leadership,  Mrs. 
i)avid  Hutcliinson.  wlio  at  this  time  was  appointed 
President  of  the  or^'anization. 

In  the  early  years  of  our  women's  missionary 
work,  little  thought  was  given  to  the  fact  *hat,  beside 
reaching  the  annual  objective,  we  also  were  making 
)iistor\  ;  conseciuently  only  meagre  rejiorts  are  ob- 
tainalileof  what  was  accomplished  by  faithful  County 
Secretaries,  Provincial  Secretaries  and  other  officers, 
who  gave  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  means,  tour- 
ing through  the  Maritime  Provinces  in  the  interest  of 
tliis  worthy  cause.  Modesty  in  reporting  details 
aiui  fear  of  printer's  ink,  may  explain  why  volumes 
nuist  be  read  between  lines.

Historic**!  Sketch  of  the  Free  Baptist  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  New  Brunswick. 


INTRODUCTION. 

As  a  foundation  for  this  brief  sketch  let  me  take 
you  hack  in  the  history  of  the  Free  Baptist  denoniin- 
ation  of  New  Hrunswick  to  the  year  lMf)4.  While 
Conference  was  in  session,  the  United  States  Free 
Baptists  introduced  to  our  Ministers  a  young  man, 
Hev.  James  L.  Phillips,  M.I).,  who  desired  to  become 
a  Missionary  to  India.  He  was  Khuily  accepted  and 
became  the  tirst  missionary  on  the  foreijjn  field  for 
whose  salary  the  New  Brunswick  Conference  was 
entirely  responsible. 

.■\t  this  tinu'  our  [)eople  were  associated  with  the 
Free  liaptist  Board  of  t  he  I'nited  States  occupying  the 
Orissa  field  in  t  lie  {'residency  of  Bengal,  which  con- 
sisted of  two  districts,  Midnapore  and  Bal;«sore. 
These  districts  have  a  population  of  about  :5, 500, ()()(). 
In  Miiinapore  district,  t  he  Bengali  language  is  s[)oken, 
in  Balasore,  the  Oriya.  Besides  these,  an  aboriginal 
tril>e.  the  .Santals,  s[ieak  a  language  called  Santali. 
This  language  was  reduced  to  writing  by  Dr.  Jere- 
miah Phillips,  father  of  Dr.  James  L.  Phillips.  ]•]]>■- 
mentary  text  books  were  prepared  and  the  gospel 
of  Matthew  translated  into  Santali.  For  this  work 
lie  received  the  thanks  of  the  British  government. 

Dr.  James  L.  Phillips  and  wife  began  work  at 
Midnapore.  Here,  Dr.  Phillips  became  pastor  of 
the  native  church  supervised  the  work  of  the  native 
preachers  and   teachers,   while    Mrs.    Ph'Uips  visited 
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the    zenanas,    looked    after    the    Rible    women     and 
gathered  the  children  into  schools.     During  the  cool 
seasons,  they  toured  the  surrounding  country  tellinK 
the  story  of  Jesus,  and  distributing  books  and  tracts. 
While  carrying  on  this  work.   Dr.   Phillips  was 
studying  Santali.  that  he  might  be   able   to  continue 
the  work  which  his  father  had  begun.     Such  was  the 
eagerness  of  these  people  to  hear  the  world  of  Life, 
and  to  have  schools  opened  in  their  villages  that  he 
h.nged  to  be  able  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  Santal 
mission. 

This  he  was  able  to  do  in  lH7:i,  when  with  the 
consent  of  the  New  Brunswick  Conference  he  remov- 
ed to  Bhimpore.  their  chief  village,  and  made  it  a 
centre  for  evangelistic  work.  Already  over  fift> 
village  schools  had  been  opened,  with  an  enrollmen 
of  over  900  children,  and  many  souls  had  been  woi 
for  Christ.  In  a  few  months,  a  native  church  wa 
opened  at  Bhimi)ore.  which  has  continued  to  increase 
in  numbers,  and  to  give  spiritual  light  "to  then 
which  sat  in  darkness"  in  that  heathen  land,  even  t( 
the  present  time. 

This  work  among  the  Santals  was  the  beginnin 
of  what  is  now  an  important  part  of  the  Orissa  Mu 
sion.  carried  on  l)y  the  American  Baptist  Missionar 
I'nion. 

After  more  than  ten  years  of  arduous  work  D 
and  Mrs.  Phillips  returned  to  America,  arriving  i 
May  1S75.  They  remained  on  furlough  about  thr« 
and  one  half  years,  (luring  which  time  they  tourt 
the  churches  in  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scot 
twice,  in  the  interest  of  the  Mission. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Phillir>s  were  present  at  the  A 
nual  Conference  at  Lower  Millstream  in  1^75,  wh. 
Mrs.  Phillips  organized  the  Woman's  Missiona 
Societv  in  New  Brunswick,  and  again  at  Victoria 
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1«7«.  In  addition  to  this  work  he  visited  the  Free 
HaF)tist  Churc-hes  in  the  United  States,  solicitinR 
money  for  a  Bible  School  at  Midnapore.  He  was 
able  to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $25,000  for  this 

purpose. 

On  his  return  to  India  in  1«78,  Dr.  Phillips  re- 
.surned  his  work  among  the  Santals.  But  a  few  years 
later  when  the  Bible  School  was  built  he  became  its 
tirst  Principal  and  his  connection  with  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Conference  ceased.

The  Nova  Scotia  Foreign  Mission  Society  likf 
that  of  New  Urutiswick  hcjjan  work  as  an  auxiliary 
(f  the  Free  Haptist  ForciK'i  Mission  Society  of  th» 
United  States.  It  was  organized  in  September,  ISfi"! 
in  the  Kemptville  church,  Yarmouth  C().,N.S.  Thf 
foreign  work  of  the  society  was  carried  on  at  Mid- 
na[)ore,  on  the  Orissa  field.  Unlike  the  majority  ol 
Mission  Hoards  at  that  time,  its  members  wereeithei 
mah'  or  female,  thus  reiJresentinK  the  whole  church- 
an  arranRement  that  is  generally  conceded  to  be  ar 
ideal  one  for  Christian  work. 

In  lM<)4,  when  Dr.  James  L.  Phillips  went  tr 
India,  as  the  New  Mrunswick  Free  Baptist  Mission 
ary,  he  was  accompanied  by  his  sister,  Miss  .lulii 
Phillips  who  at  that  time  was  supported  by  the  Mi.s 
sion  Hand  of  the  Free  Haptist  Church  at  Hrunswick 
Me.,  OwitiK  to  removals  the  Hand  l)ecame  weakenec 
and  after  a  few  years  was  unable  to  fulfil  its  en^iiK*" 
ment  This  enabled  the  Nova  Si-otia  Hoard  to  secur( 
her  scrvict's  as  their  missionary,  at  their  third  annua 
meetitiK.  September  lOtli,  l,s(ii). 

For  over  twenty  years.  Miss  Philli|)s  after 
war<is  Mrs.  Hurkholder  continued  to  be  their  mis 
sionary.  Hy  her  consecration,  labors,  correspondenc 
and  visits  to  the  churches  she  did  much  to  develo] 
the  missionary  spirit  in  the  church«>s  by  the  sea.  Sh 
was  stationed  at  Midnapore,  where  she  tau^rht  th 
orphan  Jjirls'  school,  and  assisted  in  the  Zenana  work 
To  her  and  Mrs.  Phiilijjs  belon^;  the  ^reat  honor  o

On  Urtobpr  2nd,  1X75.  General  Confprenee  met 
at  Lower  Mill  Stream.  Kings  Co.  This  was  a  session 
of  nior.'  than  usual  interest  for  Dr.  James  L.  Phillips 
and  wife  after  more  than  ten  years'  service  in  India, 
were  to  he  pre-ent  to  tell  of  their  work  in  that  far 
off  land,  und  to  answer  the  old  time  question  of  the 
prophet.  '-Watchm.an,  what  of  the  night?"  Thither 
<Hme  ministers  and  lay  dolegates  with  their  wives 
and  daughters  as  well  as  visitors  without  number 
who  d(  sired  to  share  in  the  spiritual  feast  at  'he  Har- 
vest Home  of  the  denomination.  The  who.  •  'ry 
I  side  kei)t  ojien  house,  and  all  who  came  enjoyed 
fullest  hospitality.  Of  the  ojieninK  social  conferen, 
it  is  recorded"  It  was  a  season  long  to  he  remembered, 
full  of  comfort  and  joy  to  believers,  and  a  strong 
testimony  to  ail  of  the  living  f)ower  of  pure  and  un- 
detiled  religion.  The  difrculties  of  the  past  sank  into 
msignilicance,  is  testimony  after  testimony  revealed 
the  .strong  arm  of  the  Lord  d«-Iivering  in  every  trial 
while  the  future  sjirtad  out  before  ho{:eful  heart.s  as 
a  vast  harvest  field  into  whose  standing  corn  they 
wer      ,;.-ivileged   to  go  and   reap   for  the   Master." 

This  warm  spiritual  atmosphere  prepared  the 
way  for  the  forward  movement  that  Mrs.  Mary  R. 
Phillips  had  come  intending  to  advocate.  A  meet- 
ing for  women  v.as  called  for  Monday  afternoon, 
October  4th.  at  which  Mrs.  Phillips  gave  an  address 
on  "The  Organized  Work  of  the  Christian  Women  of 
America  for  the  Kvangelization  and  Kducation  of 
Heathen  Women."  At  the  close  an  organization 
was  effected,  officers  elected,  a  constitution  adopted, 
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atul  plans  arranged  for  orKanizinK  auxiliary  societies 
in  the  local  churches. 

The  work  of  the  nev  organization  was  carried  on 
])y  a  Hoard  of  Managers  which  was  to  act  in  con- 
junction with  the  Foreijjn  Mission  Hoard  of  the  de- 
norrination.  Kach  district  had  its  own  president, 
secr-'tary  ar.d  treasurer.  These  otf'cers  were  to  pro- 
mote ori^anization  in  every  church  in  the  district, 
collect  the  funds,  and  report  the  work  to  the  jjrovin- 
cial  officers. 

That  knowledge  of  the  work  might  he  diffused 
and  interest  created  the  constitution  {)rovided  for  a 
committee  on  "Missionary  Intelligence"  whose  duty 
it  was  to  prepare  and  publish  items  of  news  best 
calculated  to  i)romote  the  objects  of  the  society.

M^oard    of    Managers    for    appointment  Vnd    was    ac- 
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cepted.     She    sailed    for    India,    accompanying    Dr, 
and  Mrs.  Phillips  in  tne  early  fall  of  1878, 

At  this  time  our 
sister  Society  across 
the  border  was  puh- 
lishing  a  tine  month- 
ly maKazine  "The 
Missionary  Helper." 
devoted  to  the  inter- 
ests of  woman's  work 
in  the  Orissa  Mission. 
This  was  recom- 
mended by  our  So- 
ciety as  an  excellent 
and  informing  pub- 
lication, and  was  jjen- 
erally  taken  by  the 
members.  The  com- 
mittee on  "Mission- 
ary IntelliKPiice" 
Mrs.G.  A.  Hartley,  Mrs.W.  O.  Slipp  and  Miss  Hannal 
Roach  (Mrs.  Thos.  Robinson  i  were  very  active  in  thi 
publication  of  missionary  news,  so  that  knowledge  o 
the  work  becanie  more  general.  Letters  from  Mis 
Hooper  received  by  various  societies  assisted  ii 
arousing  interest.  The  reports  of  the  committee  01 
Missionary  Intelligence  were  read  at  the  annual  meet 
ing.  They  gave  a  tine  resume  of  the  missionary  new 
of  the  world. 

In  the  year  1878,  the  first  Mission  Band  in  th 
history  of  the  denomination  was  reported  "Th 
Helping  Hand"  Band  of  Carleton,  St.  John,  organia 
ed  by  Mrs.  G.  A.  Hartley.  It  consisted  of  girls  i 
the  "teen"  age,  who  carried  on  a  junior  sewing  circh 
as  well  as  the  study  of  missions.  This  band  continue 
to  flourish  for  a  number  of  years.     A  Mission  Ban 
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Sunday  School  Class  was  reported  at  North  Head, 
Grand  Manan  in  the  same  year.  From  this  time, 
Mission  Bands  and  Mission  Band  Sunday  School  class- 
es became  j.'eperal.  Usually  they  supported  a  nati\e 
teacher,  school  or  orphan. 

In  IHHO,  Mrs.  Katherine  A.  Hartley  became 
president,  a  position  she  continued  to  fill  until  ]S92. 
To  her  knowledge  of  the  work,  fine  executive  ability, 
and  sj)irit  of  consecrated  zeal,  the  society  owes  much. 
This  was  a  time  of  expansion  when  auxiliaries  and 
bands  increased  and  larger  gifts  came  into  the  treasurv.

During  l,ss.^)  and  18.SH  she  visited  almost 
every  Free  Maptist  Church  in  New  Brunswick.  As 
a  result  many  new  societies,  were  organized  and  old 
ones  strengtliened.  In  some  of  th'^se  meetings  Mr. 
and  .Mrs.  .Mder  B.  Hoyer,  Conference  Missio.iaries 
elect  were  present  and  rendered  much  help. 

• '■  i->-'.>,  vni-ural  C.infereiiie  met  in  the  Free 
Hapiist  Church,  Carleton.  St.  John,  beginning  October 
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9th.  On  the  PVfninK 
nfthe  llth.Mr.  Hoyer 
was  ordainf'd  to  the 
(losix'I  Ministry,  and 
with  Mrs.  Boycr  and 
Miss  HoofKT.  sailed 
for  Hoston  on  t  h  c 
11th  for  India.  They 
arrived  in  Calcutta, 
.lati.  2.,  l,S>s7. 

After  attendinjj  t  he 
yearly  meeting  a  i 
Midnaf)()re  they  pro- 
ceeded to  Balasore 
where  they  were  leg- 
ated. .As  the  natives 
here    were    Oriyas,  it 
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necessitated  Miss  Hooper  learninfj  that  language. 
With  the  aid  of  two  Bible  women  she  did  gospel  work 
in  the  adjoining  villages.  Besides  this  she  had  charge 
of  seven  schools,  and  four  Sunday  Schools  in  Balasore. 
The  Society  at  this  time  was  providing  an  ex- 
perienced native  preacher,  Daniel  Naik,  for  Rev. 
Mr.  Beyer.

"Meanwhile  interest  in  Mission  work  had  greatly 
increased  at  home.  Letters  from  the  Field  by  Miss 
Hooper,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyer  had  created  much 
enthusiasm.  Many  of  them  were  published  in  "The 
Religious  Intelligence."  and  frequently  read  at  public 
meetings. 

Missionary  literature  was  distributed  throughout 
the  various  Districts,  and  "The  Missionary  Helper" 
brought  its  monthly  messages  of  inspiration. 

Yet  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Intelligence 
felt  that  something  more  regular  and  definite  in  the 
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way  of  bringing  mission   news  before  the  auxiliaries 
was  needed. 

Miss  Lydia  J.  F'ullerton  suggested  a  weeklv 
"Column  in  the  Religious  Intelligenre,'"in  whirh  would 
he  i)ublished,  letters  from  the  Field,  reports  of  Socie- 
ties,   original    j)apers    and    general    mission    news. 

This  was  cfjnsidered  Ht  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
1>,H>.  and  after  consultation  with  the  Flditor.  approved 
-Miss  Fullerton  was  af)pointed  to  edit  the  "Column" 
with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Freeman  Hahcock  and 
.Mrs.  Fiichard  .Alexander.  She  continued  in  charge 
for  three  years,  after  which  .Mrs.  .Joseph  McLeod 
acted  as  erlitor  until  the  I'nion  of  19(l(;. 


ANNUAL    MEETING    1890. 

In  IS'U),  the  Annual  Meeting  was  again  held  at 
Lower  Millstream.  The  Correspording  Secretary, 
Mrs.  C.  W.  Weyman,  in  reviewing  the  fifteen  years' 
work  since  organization,  says:  "We  have  now 
seventy-seven  societies  or  regular  contributing 
churches;  a  District  Society  in  every  District,  and  as 
I  said  last  year,  we  every  year  get  nearer  to  our 
ideal  a  Society  in  every  church  in  the  Denomination. 
During  these  years  our  Society  has  raised  nine  thous- 
and rive  hundred  dollars.  In  the  field  we  have  a 
mis.;  nary  equipped  for  work,  a  native  preacher, 
Hibie  women,  and  schools  all  doing  work  of  which 
only  eternity  will  reveal  the  results." 

In  addition  to  the  Foreign  work,  $250  was  grant- 
ed to  as.sist  in  Home  Mission  Work  carried  on  by 
General  Cofiference.  The  Treasurer's  report  showed 
abalanceon  hand  of  $1,214.12. 
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Death  of  Rev.  Mr.  Boyer. 

Thi'  year  1891  w  ill  ever  be  remembered  among  us 
on  account  of  the  death  of  our  beloved  missionary 
Rev.  Alder  13.  Hoyer,  B.A.,  who  after  five  years  o 
consecrated  service,  fell  a  victim  to  fever,  leaving  hi 
wife  and  two  yoi  rig  daughters  alone  in  a  foreign  land 
•Mrs.  Hoyer's  determination  to  re.nain  and  as  far  a 
possible  carry  on  the  work  thrilled  all  hearts  witl 
admiration. 

Shortly  after  going  to  India,  Mr.  Hoyer  ha( 
opened  up  work  in  a  heathen  village,  called  Ujurdu 
The  blessing  of  the  Lord  had  been  upon  this,  from  th( 
beginning,  and  a  small  Christian  community  wa 
soon  gathered.  .\t  the  re()uest  of  Mr.  Boyer,  th( 
Woman's  Society  had  provided  means  for  carryinj 
on  this  work.  .Mrs.  Hover  now  took  charge  of  th( 
I'jurdu  work. 

In  l89:i,  serious  illness  again  compelled  Mis: 
Hooperto  retu.  n  home  before  her  term  was  c  mpleted 
Her  bible  women,  schools,  ar;d  village  work  were  lefi 
in  the  hands  oi  .Mrs.  Hoyer  andMiss  ("oonibs. 

In  this  year  1S912  .Mrs.  A.  ('.Smith  of  St.  .lohr 
West,  was  elected  President.  Her  gentle  |)ersonalit.\ 
and  sweet  spirit  won  all  hearts,  during  the  si.x  year; 
she  tilled  the  office. 

In  lcS9;},  the  Society  greatly  rejoiced  'm  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  Klizabeth  F:.  Gaunce  to  the  India 
Field.  Speaking  of  her,  the  Corresponding-Secretary 
Mrs.  Weyman,  says:  "(Jod  has  j;iven  to  us  anothei 
self-sacrificing,  humble,  devoted  Christian  woman 
who  is  willing  to  lay  all  upon  the  altar  and  go  forth 
in  his  name,  our  dear  Sister  Gaunce." 

On  the  same  steamer  on  which  she  sailed,  the 
Nova  S   otia  Sisters  sent  out  Miss  Wile. 
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At  the  beginning  of  her  second  year  Miss  Gaunce 
began  to  take  charge  of  the  Hindoo  Schools.  Mrs. 
Hoyer  meanwhile  continued  to  take  care  of  Uiurda. 
Writing  of  a  quarterly  meeting  at  Ujurda  Mrs.  Boyer 
said:  "The  Hindoo  villages  had  a  meeting  and  agreed 
to  forbid  their  peoi)le  to  enter  the  Mission  Compound. 
They  also  agreed  to  forbid  the  Christians  to  enter 
their  houses.  But  when  the  big  tent  went  up,  when 
Mr.  Coldren  arrived  on  a  bicycle,  and  Mr.  Wymen 
with  a  horse,  when  to  these  wonders  were  added  the 
Magic  Lantern  Show,  their  curiosity  overcame  all 
.scruples,  and  they  [)oured  into  the  compound  by 
scores.  Ah,  then  the  (}osi)el  was  literally  poured  over 
them.  They  heard  the  |)ure,  and  simi)le  story,  in 
season  and  out  of  season.  It  was  sung  to  them, 
preached  to  them,  and  jj-e^'-nt'-d  to  their  imaginations 
through  the  magic  lanterr,.  They  filled  the  tent 
(luring  the  services,  and  heard  what  they  had  never 
lieard  in  their  lives  before      |)rayer  ofTered  for  them. 

The  delegates  visited  all  the  houses,  preaching 
iind  praying,  and  were  admitted.  People  from 
distant  villages  came  in  crowds  to  see  the  magic 
lantern.  An  old  B:ahmen,  after  hearing  the  old, 
old  story,  said,  "'if  we  attendee!  to  this,  there  would 
be  no  Brahmen  and  noSudra." 

The  following  year  ls9f),  Mrs.  Boyer  returned 
ti)  the  home  land,  after  nearly  ten  years  of  devoted 
and  succe.ssful  work,  leaving  the  care  of  Ujurdu  to 
Miss  Gaunce.  (As  denominational  Missionary,  Mrs. 
Boyer  was  Superintendent  of  the  Boys'  Orphanage 
.at  Balasorej.

For  a  number  of  years  the  Society  had  annually 
made  a  grant  to  the  Home  Mission  Work  of  the  De- 
nomination. Th's  sometimes  took  the  form  of  a 
grant  to  a  special  field  to  enable  the  Board  to  place 
a  pastor  in  a  needy  place. 

Hut  in  the  year  1901,  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Barnes  was 
engaged  to  spend  all  his  time  as  a  Home  Missionary 
evangelist.  This  engagement  continued  until  the 
ui.ion  of  the  Sodeties  Mr  and  Mrs  Banes  travelled 
yearly  from  Tobi(|Ue  H.  to  Grand  Manan,  preach- 
ing the  (Jospel,  visiting  homes,  organizing  new  socie- 
ties and  Bands  and  re-organizing  old  ones.  Mrs. 
Barnes  devoted  herself  especially  to  the  work  of  the 
Mission  Band  and  Cradle  Roll. 

Thousands  of  Missionary  tracts  and  bookets 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  peo{)le  by  these  faith- 
ful workers.

This  Basis  of  Union  was  unanimously  adoptee 
by  the  Convention,  and  having  been  assented  to  b^ 
the  P>ee  Baptist  Committee  on  behalf  of  their  society 
the  Union  was  declared  consummated.  Mrs.  G.  B 
Smith  on  behalf  of  the  Convention,  and  Mrs.  Wey 
man  representing  the  f>ee  Baptist  .Society,  expressec 
their  joy  in  the  Union  now  so  happily  consummated 
while  the  whole  United  Convention  rose  and  sang 
"Praise  God  from  Whom  all  Blessings  PMow." 

The  joint  committee  was  given  authority  tt 
arrange  a  Constitution  suited  to  the  new  conditions 
and  to  procure  a  new  Act  of  Incorporation.  Thesf 
changes  were  adjusted  during  the  year,  and  in  August, 
1907,  representatives  from  the  whole  sisterhood  met 
at  Sussex  in  the  First  United  Baptist  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Convention  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
to  carry  on  the  work  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
welfar*'  of  mankind.

Manager.  From  time  to  time  "Tidings"  has  been 
enlarged.  It  is  now  a  16-page  monthly,  filled  with 
the  latest  information  and  best  material  for  our  work, 
including  the  "Suggested  Programs  for  Monthly 
Meetings,"  and  having  a  subscription  list  of  over  ten 
thousand. 

Deputation   Organization. 

In  1910  the  U.B.W.M.U.  were  impressed  that 
more  effective  means  must  be  used  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  large  numbers  of  U.  Baptist  women 
not  identified  with  our  work.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  seek  ..uch  women  as  would  tour  through 
the  Maritime  Provinces  in  the  interest  of  this  cause. 
As  a  result  of  thi-s  quest.  Miss  Augusta  Slipp  and 
Miss  Margaret  West  were  engaged  for  N.  B.,  Mrs. 
W.  B.  Crowell  and  Miss  Nora  Shand  for  N.  s'.,  and

September  13th  to 
October  9th  Miss 
Shand  visited  twenty 
one  places.  She  made 
twenty-two  evening 
addresses  and  attend- 
ed twelve  children's 
afternoon  meetings. 
Two  Aid  Societies 
were  organized  i  n 
Cape  Breton  and  one 
in  Guysboro  County, 
and  one  reorganized. 
Seven  new  Bands 
were  formed  in  Cape 
Breton  and  one  re- 
organized, and  in 
Guysboro  another 
Band  was  revived.  Several  other  Aids  and  Bands 
were  hoped  for,  though  the  organization  was  not 
carried  out  at  the  time.  Miss  Shand  made  a  trip 
through  a  part  of  Colchester  in  June.  Here  she  ad- 
dressed ten  meetings,  attended  the  District  Quarterly, 
organized  one  Aid  Society  and  made  plans  for  the 
organization  of  a  Band  Total  expenses  of  the  two 
trips  $54.50.     Collections  taken  at  meetings  $105.04. 

Mrs.  Crowell  began  work  on  August  .'Hst,  and 
from  that  date  to  October  visited  thirty-seven  places 
and  held  thirty-two  meetings.  Where  it  was  not 
possible  to  hold  a  meeting,  she  visited  the  homes  and 
urged  taking  u|)  the  work  in  some  way.  She  attended 
two  Quarterlies.  As  a  result  of  her  trip  five  Aids  and 
seven     Mission    Bands    were    organized    as    follows; 
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In  Yarmouth  County  three  Aids;  Annapolis  County 
one  Band;  in  Shelburne  County  two  Aids  and  five 
Mission  Bands;  and  in  Lunenburg  County  one  Band. 
A  Tidings  club  was  started  and  new  names  added  in 
every  place  visited,  and  several  new  names  were 
secured  for  the  Baby  Band.  Miss  West  reported 
visiting  nineteen  places,  giving  twenty  addresses, 
besides  afternoon  meetings  and  house  to  house  visi- 
tation**.  Organized  two  Societies  and  fourteen  new- 
Mission  Fiands. 

Miss  Slipp  visited  twenty-eight  churches,  gave 
thirty-three  addresses,  some  being  to  Sunday  Schools, 
organized  four  new  Hands,  and  others  were  given  new 
life.  Organized  three  new  Societies  and  re-organized 
three,  besides  new  members  gained  for  others.  Form- 
ed nine  dubs  for  TidiiKji',  api)ointing  agents  to  have 
charge  of  the  distribution.  Collections  $50.00; 
expenses  $2:{.00.  Kighty-five  women  pledged  them- 
selves to  beoume  mission  w()rk«'rs;  visited  one  hun- 
dred homes,  walked  thirty  mih's,  and  one  Sunday 
drove  twenty  miles  to  meet  three  appointments. 
During  the  months  of  June  and  .July  Mis»  Slipp  made 
another  tour.during  which  she  made  twelve  addre.s.ses 
and  organized  three  Bands  and  one  Society.  Col- 
lections  received,  $;j«.00". 

Subsequently  Miss  Slipp  toured  through  N.  S. 
and  P.  K.  I.  Many  old  Societies  were  revived  and 
new  Societies  were  organized.  "Tidiriyx"  gained 
many  new  subscribers,  and  hundreds  of  women 
were  inspired  to  greater  service  by  her  earnest  ap- 
peal. Since  Mrs.  C.  S.  McLearn's  second  appoint- 
ment as  N.  S.  Provincial  Secretary  in  1915,  she 
has  succes.sfully  devoted  a  part  of  each  year  to 
deputation  work.  It  can  be  truthfully  stated  no 
report  can  fully  measure  the  results  we  are  now- 
reaping  from  the  work  of  these  earnest  women.

The  union  of  the  Baptist  ForeiKn  Mission  Hoards 
of  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  the  Maritime    Provinces 
marks  another  distinct  epoch  in  the  history  of  Can- 
adian   Haptist    Foreign    Missions.     The    new    Board 
was  organized  in  Toronto.May  1912,  and  is  composed 
of   three   sections.-     Kastern.    Central   and    Western. 
The  field  under  its  control    includes   the  territory  in 
the  Telugu  country, occupied  hy  the  Boards  mentioned, 
and  work  in  Bolivia.  South  America,  carried  on  by  the 
Ontario  and  Quebec  Board  since  1898.    The  President 
and  the  (Jenerai  Treasurer  of  the  U.B.W.M.U.    are 
members  of  the  Canadian   Baptist  Foreign    Mi.ssion 
Board.     Our  denominational  year  now   begins  with 
October  1st.  all  accounts  being  clo.sed  SefJtember  30th. 
The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  U.B.W.M.U.  takes  F)lace 
about    the   middle  of  October,   the   Wednesday   and 
Thursday  preceding  the   Maritime  Convention,  and 
at   a  dillerent    place,  as  in  former  years.     The  first 
contribution  of  our  Union  to  Bolivia  was  in   191.}. 

Honored  by  U.B.W.M.U. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  U.B.W.M.U.  Convention 
in  St.  Stephen.  19 l-J.  an  event  of  no  minor  importance 
was  the  recognition  of  Mrs.  Mary  Smith's  twenty- 
five  years  of  vohn  tary  service  as  Treasurer  of  the 
I  nion.  Mi.ss  M.  H.  Hume  on  behalf  of  the  Union 
presented  a  beautiful,  illuminated  addre.ss,  to  Mrs.' 
Smith.  .Mrs.  M.  S.  Cox  gave  one  of  her  characteristic 
remm  ,>vnt  sketches,  and  Miss  .I,an  Goucher  pre- 
sented an  exquisite  bouquet  of  carnations.  To  these 
«-.\pn'.ssi,>ns  of  love  and  appreciation  she  responded 
in  touching   words.     We  treasure  .such  m.mories. 
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In  1915  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  appoint 
Provincial  Treasurers,  to  relieve  the  over-strain  of 
Mrs.  Smith,  who  consented  to  serve  as  General  Treas- 
urer. The  new  Provincial  Treasurers,  Miss  Hazel 
Clark,  St.  John  West;  Mrs.  J.  K.  Seaman,  Amherst; 
Mrs.  A.  K.  Sterns,  Charlottetown,  were  presented  to 
Convention. 

Bureau  of  Literature. 

At  the  same  Convention  Mrs.  C.G.  Horsman,  who 
had  served  as  Secretary  to  the  Bureau  of  Literature 
since  1908,  tendered  her  resignation,  and  she  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.s.  Frances  Dishart.  The  following 
contributions  have  been  received  since  1906:  Mrs. 
W.  B.  Crowell's  Prayer  Cycle,  in  '07.  and  Mrs.  Edna 
Wilson's  arti>tically  arranged  Missionary  Calendar  in 
'l:},  which,  with  their  topics  for  thought  and  prayer, 
are  most  highly  prized  as  daily  reminders  of  our  mis- 
sionaries and  of  all  phases  of  our  work.  "Letters 
from  My  Home  in  India"  by  Mrs.  Churchill,  com- 
piled by  Mrs.  Grace  Dean  McLeod  Rogers,  has  had 
an  immense  circulation.  Its  charm  and  interest 
ensure  a  never  failing  inspiration  in  attempting 
great  things  for  God. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  has  also  made 
useful  contributions  to  our  literature.  A  series  of 
short  stories  on  Home  Mission  Beginnings,  by  Mrs. 
F.  H.  Beals,  has  been  published  in  Tidingii,  serving 
admirably  as  readings  for  missionary  meetings,  and 
can  be  procured  from  the  Bureau  by  payment  of 
postage.  "U.B.W.M.U.  Fuel  for  Home  Mis.sion 
Fires"  by  Mrs.  C.  H.  Martell,  can  also  be  procured 
from  the  same  source. 

"Our  Pioneer,"  from  the  gifted  pen  of  Rev.  D.  A. 
Steele,  D.D..  is  the  latest  addition  to  our  missionary 
literature.  An  epitome  of  beginnings  in  Maritime 
Baptist   Missions,  giving  a  full  account  of  the  early 
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lifp  and  work  of  Miss  Norris,  it  is  full  of  interest  from 
cover  to  i'over. 

Mission     Study. 

Krom  the  hcKinninK  of  our  missionary  oper- 
ations the  educational  element  has  been  closely  allied 
with  the  spiritual,  aiminji  to  intensify  our  zeal  by 
knowledge.  Kver  since  the  "I'nited  Mission  Study" 
was  introduced  in  the  Inited  States  and  Canada  in 
1900,  it  has  ixen  regularly  followed  by  almost  all  our 
W.    M.   A.  Societies  with  jjreat   interest   and  profit. 

in  ]U\s  liy  vote  of  the  W.  M.  A.  Societies  no 
Convention  was  held,  owin^  lo  war  conditions,  but 
a  ngements  were  made  to  have  the  work  done  by 
a  full  executive,  and  owinjj  lo  c()iiditions  created  by 
the  worlii-wide  epidemic,  "Flu."  the  executive  could 
not  meet  until  .Ian.  "J-l,  l?H!>,when  all  otbcial  reports 
were  adopted.  I'roj,'ress  marked  every  department, 
and  the  new  budget  showed  a  decided  eiilarKement . 
No  chan^'e  was  jiiade  in  olficers  or  in  the  Kxecutive. 
exct'pt  to  till  \acancies. 

ThrouKhout  the  dark  years  of  the  Creat  War, 
from  1911-HMs.  no  retrenchment  was  marie  in  the 
ajinual  estimates.  Though  matiy  of  our  women  were 
wearing;  with  their  outward  smile  inward  "tears  of 
})lood."  they  determined  to  "carry  on."  and  during 
those  hard  days,  no  branch  of  our  work  was  neglected.

.\s  .Acadia  was  amon)(  the  first  Canadian  Uni- 
versities to  open  her  doors  to  women,  for  a  V>..\.  degree. 
atul  amon>;  the  first  to  place  women  on  her  Hoard  of 
(io\eriiors.  she  is  now  tlie  first  to  recognize  the 
splendid  contrihut ion  of  Christian  women's  work, 
toward  the  up-lift  and  evangelization  of  women  and 
chihiren  in  non-Christian  countries,  not  unmindful  of 
their  work  in  Canadian  Home  Missions. 

In  this  recognition  of  the  r.H.VV..\I.r.  we  all 
share  the  horior.  Those  from  the  small  struggling 
.Societie-;,  alike  with  their  sisters  in  the  largest  and 
strongest. 

Golden  Jubilee. 

We  now  a[)proach  the  Kiftii'th  .Milestone  in  our 
work,  the  (Jolden  .luhilee.  .At  the  semi-annual 
meeting  of  the  F]xecutive,  in  Wolfville,  April  1917,  it 
was  decided  to  celehrate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
liaptist  Woman's  .Missionary  Societies  in  1920.  A 
committee  was  appointed  for  preliminary  prepar- 
ation and  r«'ported  at  the  .July  Executive,  resulting 
in  the  adoj)tion  of  a  three-year  campaign,  the  con- 
summatiori  of  which  exceeded  the  most  sanguine 
exjiectations. 

.A  complete  history  of  this  campaign  will  be 
found  elsewhere  it'  this  l)<)ok,  written  by  Mrs.  David 
Hutchinson,  Convener  of  the  .Jubilee  Committee, 
it  may  her«'  l)e  stateo  that  the  success  of  the  Jubilee 
Campaign     is  largely  due  to  the  unceasing  ertorts  of 
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„ur  President.  Treasurer.  Kdif.r  of  Tuf.r.i/^'.  and  all 
the  Secretaries,  who  by  v..ire  and  pen  rea.-hed  not 
only  all  the  Societies  in  our  constituency  but  also  won 
the  interest  of  many  outside.  Special  mention  may 
be  made  of  Miss  M.  K.  Hume's  leaflet.  -Hmts  and 
Helps,-  distributed  in  1917:  a  helpful  hint  to  many 
a  perplexed  leader  in  the  work.
